Talk about your assignments to Viadivos- 
tok, or the north pole. Say, there's nothing 
to it. I've just got in from a twenty-four 
hours’ round, more or less, with the Indiana 
snow drifts and a lot of insane automobilists. 

The Thomas car was near Chesterton, Ind., 
last night when I left t—and was going to 
stay there through the night—and the French 
and Italian gars were near Michigan City. 

I left Laporte at 8:80 Sunday afternoon in 
a cutter and team, with a driver. We pro- 
posed to head off the caravan of men and 
horses, and the Thomas Flyer—which wasn't 
lying just then you can gamble. Ugh! (re- 
peat several times). It was cold. We were 
heavily clothed, but the wind pierced like a 
knife. The snow was blowing and drifting. 
The cutter tipped over twice. On the second 
upset we met with a serious loss. A flat quart 
bottle of chemicals—used in making photo- 
graphs—described a parabola and landed in 
a snow bank. We dug for fifteen minutes, 
but couldn't recover it. 

The aforesaid caravan was supposed to 
have left Rolling Prairie, another of those 
snow bound hamlets you read about, some- 
where nor’ west of South Bend, at 3:15 o'clock. 
We figured we'd meet the bunch about six 
miles out of Laporte and five miles from 
Rolling Prairie. 


Caravan Is Sighted at Dusk. 


We traveled six miles, tipping over at in- 
tervals, but no caravan. So we continued 


ing Prairie and the caravan was supposed to 
be, and just at dusk sighted the horses and 
one flyer.“ 

There were sixteen horses and two bobs 
in this neat little caravan—and Coey. The 
van ot the procession consisted of a double 
team and a bobsled. Then another bobsled 
and a snow plow. Then six teams of horses 
tugging away for dear life, attached to the 
motor car with chains. The procession had 
to halt at frequent intervals. It proceeded 
about as fast as a man would walk—say on 
his way to a train to meet his mother-in-law. 

We got into Michigan Cityat9p.m, You've 
been to Michigan City in the summer, maybe? 
You ought to go there in winter. You'll never 
go again. We got dinner and felt a Mttle leas 
disgusted with life in genera) and snow 
storms and motor cars in particular. We 
decided to push on—that is, Coey did. Ex- 
celslor,“ you say. I say ——! Coey hada 
hunch that the French car was leaving South 
Bend, and he wanted to keep his lead of a 
day anda half. So he paid off our peasantry 
—the bill was something like $100 for this 
merry holiday—and hired a fresh—and fol- 
ish—bunch of. peasants, more horses, and 
more bobs. We started out from Michigan 
City at 1:30 Monday morning. 


“Flyer” Fast in Deep Drift, 


Two miles out of that gay—but dry—little 
Indiana village Roberts, who was driving. 
went to sleep. He slept at his post—the 
lobster! The wheel made a quick turn of sev- 
éral points of the compass, the flyer gave 
a frantic leap to the “stabboard,” and 
buried its nose in an eight foot drift with 
such reckless abandon that the connecting 
rod of the steering gear was badly twisted. 

Here's where I found out what Mr. Me- 
chanic had been taken along for. With a 
muttered curse or two he got out his um- 
mies and other tools and crawled under the 
car. He kept tinkering away for two hours 
steadily, stopping at intervals to use more 
ungentlemanly language, and I wished it was 
light enough to get a few pictures. 

When we got the steering business fixed 
up we plowed slowly ahead. The snow was 
go deep in some parts of the road that we 
cut the barb wire fences and removed the 
fence posts so as to find easier traveling in 
the flelds. These side journeys always were 
made more interesting by the overturning 
of the bobs or the motorcar.

Twelve miles from Michigan City at 6:30 
o'clock we struck a farmhouse, and it was 
a welcome sight—no dogs. The ten of us 
gave a whoop and after a little while the 
farmer appeared rubbing his eyes. It wasa 
little early even for a farmer, but this one 
was hospitable, for the sake of the American 
flag that decorated our motor car, and he 
woke up his wife. A little later we were get- 
ting away with two kettles of steaming 
coffee and two heaping plates of bacon sand- 
wiches. Ever eat bacon that way? It's all 
right. 

We started from the farmhouse at 8 a. m. 
and made pretty good time for five miles, due 
southwest and then north, en route to Ches- 
terton, when we struck the drifts again. We 
had abandoned the snow plow at Michigan 
City and it was dig and shovel and cuss to 
within seven miles of Chesterton. We had 
to dig the horses out every.few lengths—as 
well as digging out the machine. We had to 
cut down more barb wire fences and chop

Portsmouth, N. H., Feb. 24.—[Spectal.]— 
Corroboration of Mrs. Paul L. Roy’s con- 
feasion that her husband had murdered her 
brother in Newington apparently was fur- 
nished today when the body of the man, 
George A. Carkins, was exhumed. An 
autopsy will not be held until tomorrow, but 
a casual examination showed ten bullet 
wounds in the body, four of them in the 
back. 

Mrs. Roy yesterday told the ploice that 
when her brother was killed on Jan. 2 shean- 
nounced that he had killed himself, but that 
her remorse was so great she was compelled 
to tell the true story of the crime. In the 
meantime Roy fled the country~-apparently 
going to France. 

Picture Makes Her Prominent. 

Mrs. Roy, as Glacia Calla, came into the 
limelight in 1908, when the famous French 
artist, Joubert, painted her portrait as the 
“ American Beauty. 

Every one wanted to know the model and 
she promptly appeared as the niece of baron- 
ess von Orendorf, who chaperoned her. 

Baronese von Orendorf posed as the wife 
of a former German ambassador to the court 
of St. James. She was an American woman, 
she explained, the daughter of Admira! 
Borie, U. 8. N., and a descendant of the fa- 
mous Carrolls of Maryland. In reality she 
was Mrs. Kelley, so the mother admitted to- 
day. 

At this time Glacia Calla had no funds; 
her expenses abroad had been paid by a well 
known Boston lawyer who was educating 
her for a singer. 

But soon there was money for everything. 
A French count, De Pynac, appeared on the 
scene. He told a romantic story of falling in 
love with the picture and tracing back the 
original. 

Soon he was the accepted fiancé of the 
girl. He was George Chrkins, the brother 
who was murdered. In \1004 the trio came 
to America. 

Warmly Greeted by Society. 

The noble titles were still maintained, and, 
with letters to the embassies, they were 
warmly greeted by official Washington. 

Mies Calla still maintained her place in 
society. There. were sensations now and 
then, as when two years ago 4 Russian count 
fired three shots. at her in a local res- 
taurant, when she was dining with E. H.

| HIGH COURT VIEW ASSAILED | 


„Federationist“ Editorial Says Hat 
Case Decision Is Unjust. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation of La- 
bor, before the house committee on the ju- 
diciary today, asserted that labor organiza- 
tions are not going to be “driven out of exist- 
ence,” notwithstanding adverse decision by 

courts. He expressed confidence that the 
ident of the United States sincerely sym- 
pathizes „with all our people, and added: 

“T have reason to belleve that the presi- 
dent is not thoroughly informed as to the 
real remedy for the cause of complaint.” 

These statements were made in an argu- 
ment on the Pearre bill to regulate the lasu- 
ance of restraining orders and injunctions 
and to limit the meaning of “ conspiracy " 
in certain cases. 

Pleads for “Injunction Reform.” 

The Pearre bill; Mr. Gompers said, is in- 
tended to bring the injunction process where 
it was before it was abused in its application 
to labor disputes... 

“ The trend of the decisions of the courts,” 
said Mr. Gompers, has deen to take away 
from the workingman the principle of effect- 
ive defense against encroachments or imposi- 
tion of onerous conditions. The climax was 
reached when the Supreme court handed 
down its decision in what are known as the 
hat cases. Under that decision it has made 
organisations combinations and'conspiracies 
in restraint of trade. i 

“ I.don’t know what the courts will do 
what executives will do, goaded on by 
victorious enemies, but I want to say to you; 
just as solemnly as I can say, organizations 
of labor which have done so much to protect 
and improve the conditions of the working 
people will not be driven out. You cannot 
afford to place the stigma of unlawfulness 
upon the organizations which have done 80 
much within the law to improve the condition 
of the working people 


Editorial 1 Decision. 


Over the signature of Samuel Gompers an 
editorial in the American Fedefrationist for 


this month attacks the recent decision of the 


Supreme court of the United States in the 
case of Loewe & Co., popularly known. as 
the hat case, which ie declared to be the 
most drastic and far rea: 

which it has ever handed 

affecting. directly all labor, and hence the 
whole people.” 

Says Mr. Gompers: We trust it will not 
de considered lese majesty if we say that, in 
our opinion, the Supreme court, in this and 
other recent decisions. affecting labor, tends 
to revert to the medieval procedure rather 
than to make the application of legal princi- 
ples to the present industrial situation.“ 

The current issue of the Federationist 
omits the usual we do not patronize ”’ list, 
but @ paragraph at the end of the editorial 
declares, It should be borne in mind there 
is no law, aye, not even a court decision, 
compelling union men and the friends of 
labor to buy,” naming the particular articles 
which form the basis of the Supreme court's 
decision.

Most Drastic Law. 

Ex-Judge Samuel H. Cowan of Texas, who 
is counsel for the shipping interests involved, 
is at the Auditorium Annex. He said last 
night that the. proposed legislation is the 
most important the president ever has recom- 
mended for the regulation of railroad rates. 

When in Washington Mr. Cowan conferred 
with a number of senators and representa- 
tives who are members of the interstate 
commerce committees, and they assured him 
that favorable reports would be made with- 

out delay upon the bill. It is expected that 
the rallroads will seek to prevent the passage 
of the measure, but the sentiment in con- 
gress runs so strongly against them that 
there is little chance their views will prevail. 

From all sections of the country, particu- 
larly the middle and southwest, letters and 
petitions are being sent to congress demand- 
ing the adoption of the president's recom- 
mendation, and the disposition of the mem- 
bers is to heed the wishes of their constit- 
vents. 

Here to Confer with Shippers. 

Mr. Cowan came to Chicago for the pur- 
pose of conferring with a number of repre- 
sentative shipping men and railroad offi- 
cials in regard to thé provisions of the Ful- 
ton bill and also a measure defining the du- 
ties of carriers in the matter of furnishing 
cars to shippers within a reasonable time. 

The conference was to have occurred yes- 
terday, but the men invited to participate 
in it failed to appear, and it became neces- 
gary to postpone it until today. 

The shipping interests of the great west 
have direct interest also in the car distribu- 
tion bill. Since the passage of the Hepburn 
law a large number of railroads have re- 
fused to furnish care for shipments to points 
beyond their own lines. They were willing 
to place foreigm cars at the disposal of the 
shippers, but wanted to retain their own 
equipment at home. 

Senator Culberson and Representative 
Smith, beth of Texas, introduced bills in the 
senate and house, respectively, requiring car- 
riers to furnish cars within a reasonable time 
and providing for their use upon connect- 
ing lines. 

Requires Exchange of Cars. 

The measure requires the connecting car- 

+ aad * receive the freight in the car in which 

originally shipped and to carry it in 
that car to its destination. It further au- 
thorizes the carrier owning the car to de- 
mand a suitable car in return from the con- 
necting line. 

The effect of this bill, should it be enacted, 
will be to prevent delay in the arrival of 
shipments at their destination and the in- 
creased cost which reshipment causes. The 
opposition to legislation of this kind is par- 
ticularly virulent and it is not probable that 
any action will be taken at the present ses- 
sion beyond a committee report.

CALL TO NATIONAL BANKS. 


Action of Secretary of Treasury Means 
Approximately $35,000,000 Will 
Be Returned from Depositaries. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 24.—The secretary 
of the treasury today announced a call upon 
national banks for approximately 25 per cent 
of the public funds now held in inactive de- 
positaries having on deposit such funds in the 
sum of $100,000 or more, and 28 per cent 
of the public funds now held by active depos- 
artes where the deposit fs $100,000 of such 
funds, or in excess thereof, and where such 
withdrawal can be made without inconven- 
lence to the treasury department in the trans- 
action of public business. Under the call. 
approximately $35,000,000 will be returned 
to the treasury.

K. C. Walker, 62 years old, son of Maxwell

The view of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals was accepted by the Su- 
preme court, which was that as the per- 
forated sheets can only be made serviceable 
in connection with the machines in which 
they are used and cannot be read, the repro- 
duction of music in this manner is not a 
violation of the copyright law. 


Ruling on Officeholders. 

Trenton, N. J., Feb, 24.—The Supreme court 
today held to be constitutional the so-called 
Jersey City “ripper bill.“ The bill provides 
for the termination of the terms of all city 
officials in first class cities contemporaneous- 
ly with the terms of the mayor by whom they 
were appointed. Under the terms of the law 
all the appointees of Mayor Fagan in Jersey 
City were superseded by men appointed by 
his successor, Mayor Witpenn.

Lawyer Popham Tells Jurors of 
the Cold Motor Scheme. 


ADMITS GIRL IS GUILTY. 


Says Miss Palmer’s Testimony Must 
All Be Corroborated. 


The startling story of the financia) opere- 
tions of Benson and Charles F. Bidwell, now 
on trial in the Criminal court before Judge 
Chetiain, was told yesterday afternoon by 
Assistant State’s Attorney George M. Pop- 
dam in his opening statement to the jury. 

Over the repeated objections of Attorney 
James Brady for the defense, Popham was 
allowed to go into all the transactions of the 
Bidwelle from the time in 1905, when Benson 
Bidwell came to Chicago, to the time of his 
arrest for the crime with which he stands 
charged. He was also permitted by the court 
to elaborate on the relations of Charies F. 
Bidwell and Mise Ida C. Palmer. 

Mr. Popham stole some thunder of the de- 
tense by admitting that Miss Palmer was a 
confederate of the Bidwells; thet she had 
knowingly codperated with them in defraud- 
ing stockholders, and had quarreled with 
them because they did not give her enough of 
the loot. 

Mr. Popham took two hours to explain to 
the jury how the Bidwells got Oscar H. 
Eggers’ $600 express order, what they did 
with it and why they ought to go to the peni- 
tenfiary for their actions in that regard. He 
will conclude his statement this morning. 


Bidwell’s Arrtval in Chicago. 


According to Mr. Popham, Benson Bidwell 
came to Chicago in 1905 without enough 
money to pay his personal expenses. He 
hed, however, the idea of a cold motor, one 
which would stand an overload without 
burning out. In this proposition, which Mr. 
Popham declares is absolutely impossible 
and on a plane with perpetual motion 
schemes, he interested a promoter named 
Johnson. 

This man, he said, furnished the money 
with which 4 model was bullt, a $2,000,000 
corporation organized, literature printed, 
and advertisements inserted in several pa- 
pers. The promoter also paid the personal 
expenses of the inventor. In return for these 
services he received $300,000 worth of stock 
in the company. Mr, Popham then read from 

r sent to Eggers, in which it was ex- 
pressty stated that there was no watered 
stock in the company and no promoter con- 

it. 

The — also asserted that Prof.“ Bid- 
well was the inventor of the trolley system of 
the United States and had made millions by 
it, He was also the inventor of the famous 
“railway car telephone system,“ by which 
telephone communication could be main- 
tained between any moving train and any 
other or with any station.

MEN BRYAN DOES NOT WANT. 
Bryan objects, logically and nat- 
urally, to figuring in a revised and re- 
versed version of the story of Esau and 
Jacob. He fears that in his case the 
voice will be the voice of Esau but that 
the hands will be the hands of Jacob. __ 
His demand that Esau and Jacob be 
kept apart as separate “entities” is 
quite logical. In his recent remarks on 
this situation he has not quarreled with 
the opinions of the Jacobs, asking merely 
that they do not try to imitate the roice 
of Esau and that they do not speak for 
him while their hands work against him. 
Doubtless he recalls Jacob’s own de- 
scription of himself: “I am a smooth 
wan.” Mr. Bryan will admft that they in 
his party whose attitude towards him 
he fears are “smooth” men—in habits 
of thought and style of action if not in 
the meaning of the son of Isaac. 
Mr. Bryan is logical, although in some 
states his request may be futile. He asks 
that delegates be instructed for him if 


the people want him to be their candidate. 


That is logical. He asks that the dele- 
gates themselves be men who will work 
for him as well as vote for him. That 
Me asks that the commit- 
tee which manages his campaign, if he 
be nominated, be composed of men tho 
really desire that he be elected, All this 
is perfectly logical and based on ‘the as- 
sumption that if the voters of the demo- 
cratic party choose him as their candidate 
they should perfect their work all along 
the line. 

Although Mr. Bryan has been long in 
the land, he differs from Naa in an im- 
portant particular. Age and experience 
have served only to quicken his rision, 
They have not injured it. This being the 
ease, Mr. Bryan sees with peculiar vivid- 
ness the fact that some democrats are 
more willing to have him nominated than 
they are-to have him elected. He may be 
able to appreciate the political feelings of 
the men who from the first have not 
taken kindly to his leadership and who 
find that twelve years from the time it 
began it still continues. Of these men he 
asks merely that they get in front of him 
and seek not to get behind him. His re- 
quest may be disregarded in Illinois. The 
indications are that his campaign in this 
state will be managed by men some of 
whom do not believe in the possibility of 
his election and who are resigned to his 
defeat because they believe it would rid 
the party of him. These men will give 
him to more effective support than he 
gave Judge Parker four years ago, and 


naturally he does not want them around 


campaign headquarters. ut they may 
be there with professions of regard for 
him on their lips and with sentiments of 
indifference or positive dislike in their 
hearts.

stadt. 

It may be recalled that the late sovereign 
grandduke of Oldenburg had pronounced 
socialist leanings, much to the disgust of the 
iron chancellor, 
those socialistic publications which have to 
de printed in Switzerland to avoid seizure 
and imprisonment of the printers, publish- 
ers, and writers if printed in Germany. 

And there !s even a royal princess—namely: 
Pauline of Württemberg, now married to 
Dr. Willim at Breslau, who not only forms 
part and parcel of the socialist cult but 
even speaks at socialist meetings. 

In giving a brief sketch in these letters 
yesterday of Admiral Touchard, the newly 
appointed ambassador of France at St. 
Petersburg, I omitted to mention that his 
extremely wealthy Alsatian wife spent her 


‘early childhood and most of her girlhood 


in Russia, where her father, M. Hubner. a 
great cotton spinner of Mulhouse, estab- 
lished a branch of his industry after the war 
of 1870. 

In fact, up tin the time of bis death M. 
Hubner was at the head of the cotton spin- 

ning industry of Russia. and as such held in 
high regard by the Muscovite government. 
It ie needless to say that Mme. Touchard 
speaks Russian with just as much fluency 
as French, is thoroughly acquainted with 
Russian life, and is already a well known 
figure in St. Petersburg society. 

The fact that neither she nor the admiral 
belong to the aristocracy is of less im- 
portance in 7 than elsewhere. 

For at court of St. Petersburg, more 
than at an — court of Europe, high mil- 
itary and naval officials and great digni- 
taries of state are virtually put on the same 
level as the haute foble sse. 

Moreover, Admiral Touchard, the most 
tactful and courtly Officer of his rank in the 
French navy, former chief of the general 
staff of ‘the navy and commander in chief 
of the Mediterranean fleet, belongs, as I 
have already mentioned, to a family known 
for its devotion to the royal house of Or- 
leans, the new ambassador's. father haying 
been the lifelong friend, confidant, and for 
many years the A. D. C. of the late Prince 
de Joinville. 

And for families that are identified with 
the households of the members of the royal 
and imperial dynasties of Europe there is 
always a particularly favored place at the 
courts of the old world.

Much to the diemay of the imperial family 
and of court and official circles in Austria, the 
ex-Archduke Leopold Salvator, now known 
as Leopold .Wolfliing, has now started 
writing for publication, and his début as an 
author serves to confirm the intimation that 
his contributions to Uterature will deal 
largely with reminiseences and with dis- 
agreeable matters relating to the imperia! 
family, the Austrian army, and the Viennese 
court and soctety. 

Thus the ex-archduke's first article, part 
of which appears in a number of the Wiener 
Tagblatt just to hand, deals with the sep- 
tuagenarlan Gen. Galgotzy, who hag lately 
been placed on thé retired list and who has 
often been designated, both in Austria and 
in Germany. as the “ Austrian Moltke.” 

The ex-archduke describes how, through- 
out his military career, the general, owing to 
his lack of bine blood and of lineage, was

No longer an archduke, and therefore im- 
mune from the tyrannical provisions of the 
family laws of the house of Hapsburg—fot 
even any longer an Austrian citizen, — a 
Swiss burgher, making his home in Zurich, 
indifferent to finafcial considerations, and 
possessed of sufficient fortune to render him 
pecuniarily independent—there is no knowing 
to what extent his revelations may reach. 

And that be is gifted. with a pen which is 
not only facile but Ukewise somewhat cyn- 
ical and a bit vitriolic is apparent from his 
essay on his old commander, Gen. Galgotzy. 

The ex-archduke, by the bye, indignantly 
denies the stories which have been circulated 
in Austria to the effect that he has quar- 
reled with his second wife, a former cham- 
bermald, and that he contemplates di- 
vorcing ber. 

He declares that, on the contrary, his do- 
mestic happiness is complete, and that at 
last he has found the one woman in the 
world who is fitted to be his soul mate.

Mr. Mayer announced that he would take 
up one of them at a time.

He sald, at the adjournment of the court 
for the day, that he would not be able to con- 
clude his argument on Tuesday, that it 
would require a part of Wednesday and per- 
haps all of that day.

If Judge Thompson holds the indictments 
invalind the defendants will be discharged, 
b if they are upheld the defendants will 
be “arraigned And a date for the trial will be 
set. As Judge Thompson convenes Circult 
court in Marshall on the first Monday in 
March, it would mean that the cases would 
have to go over until the April term.
